CEREMONY WAS PICTURESQUE

London, May 9.— The future step-,

Four men in scarlet and gold faced 
coats, carrying trum pets and tabards 
and escorted by a squadron of the life 
guards, rode along from outside the 
c ity and on nearing the dragon were 
challenged to “ H alt, who goes th e re ?" 
by the city m arshal.

replied 
they 
w ere 
the 
king's 
heralds, 
whereupon 
the 
citv 
m arshal informed the lord m ayor of 
their presence and of their desire to 
be allowed to enter the city 
Then 
the 
pursuivant-in-chief

proached his lordship and handed him 
the proclamation. 
The lord mayor read the proclam a­ 
tion and at the end shouted. “ God 
save the king " 
T he band then played 
the national anthem and cheers for 
the new sovereign were led by the 
lord mayor 
The dragon then moved 
forward with the rest of the proces­ 
sion and the quaint cerem ony was re­ 
peated at the royal exchange. 
The nation is yet too much domi 
nated by its acute sense of its loss 
sustain'd by King Edw ard's death to 
bestow more than forma! well w ishe;

It is understood In deciding on thus 
course King George and his advisers 
were influenced by the certainty that 
pubhc opinion will demand that some 
such opportunity be afforded to the 
masses of the king's subjects to pay 
the last tribute of respect.

George's chapel. Windsor castle, there 
will be a public lying in state at W est­ 
m inster hall and a private lying in 
state in Buckingham palace. 
The lead coffin will be placed in a 
eask.t manufactured from oak grown 
at Windsor. 
This will be moved to 
the thron»' room of the palace, whirl 
will be fitted up as a chapeile ardente 
A guard of grenadiers will be on duty 
Otilv members of the household ami 
special friends will be admitted.
